ASSORTING. 


A Special at labor tliat Farmers will Find 
Exceedingly Profitable. 


If tile*farmer would pay more atton-; 


ion to assorting his products he would 
;ain more filthy lucre and honor. He 
Iocs not use his eyes and hands enough; 
•when marketing and storing away. If 
he would grade his products rightly 
hey would soil for more in the market,1 
and this increase of price would occa- 
sionally change a crop to a profitable 
torn an unprofitable one, and always 
make the crop more profitable than it 
otherwise would be, while tlio labor in- 
volved is very small. The .farmer is 
Jhreshing- Ins grain about this time. 
There arc a few bundles on top of the 
stack which are slightly spoiled; the 
grains are sprouted. The farmer does 
Bot take time to assort this out, and) 
it is mised with the bright, well-kept 
grain. Or, perhaps, lie threshes from 
the shock, and some cap sheaves or 
flome entire shocks havo blown down. 
Instead of having the person who 
pitches on the wagons ia the field to 
assort these out they arc threshed 
along with the rest. Every reader 
knows the result. 
Tho few spoiled 


grains lower the prico of the whole, 
and the farmer must dispose of his en- 
tire harvest as damaged grain, when 
but a small part of it was damaged. It 
would havo pVid him to assort tho 
wheat. 
It often happens that when two or 


moro fields of wheat or oats are raised 
the grain in one field is of bettor quali- 
ty than that in tho other. 
It may bo 
owing to the time or manner (or both) 
of sowing or preparing the ground, or 
on account of dilVorence in composition 
and fertility of soil, or for somo causa 
•not understood. But the farmer does; 
not assort tho grain, and tho poorest 
and the best arc put in tho same gran- 
ary. Result: All is sold for what tho. 
ipoorest alono would have brought, 
'and for loss than tho best alono would 
have brought. If thcro are any sheavca 
spoiled, do not thresh thorn with tho, 
others, and store the grain in separate! 
bins. If the product of two fields aro 
of different quality, do not mis them, 
in tho granary. If one field has a little, 
rye or chess and the other has not,. 
keep the grain from tho two separate., 
Assort tho wheat, and assort tho oats 
as well. Not at all unlikely you are, 
[harvesting your early potatoes. Assort 
'them. 
Make three grades—medium 


SIMS, larger and smaller. They will all 
sell bettor in tho market.. 
Mix them, 


and tho mixed lot will sell for very 
little moro than would tho small ones 
alone. 
This is no caprico on the 
part 
of 
tho 
merchant to whom 


you 
sell. 
Customers like 
pota- 


toes of abotit tho same also. 
They 


look better and soil bettor. Of course 
assort out all rotten, bruised or sun- 
iburntones, whethcryou market at once 
or store away for home consumption 
or future marketing. Those will de- 
tract from sale in the market or rot 
and spoil others when stored away. 
Assort out those you want for seed, be- 
Eno- careful to keep different varieties 
(separate. Pick up °ycry potato, but 
(assort out thoso too small for market 
icr homo use and cook them for tho 
'.hogs, mixing meal or bran with them 
when cooked. 
Assort apples whether yon sell im- 


.mediately or keep till spring. Assort 
,out all tho rotten, cues; they will spoil 
itho sale of tho lot and rot the sound 
apples they como in contact with. As- 
'.sort out tho scrubby, deformed and 
.peeked ones for cider. Then nniko

apples, etc., should be 


idono at harvesting, hence I speak 
,of now. It can bo done at no other 
Itimo so well. If you do not assort 
lent tho decaying ones for a month they 
will have spoiled others by that time. 
JThey must be handled then, and when 
Iboing handled they can bo assorted 
with very little, if any, extra labor. 
Now is also tho time to assort the farm 
^stock. If you have any poor hogs, 
jshecp or cattle, assort them out and 
got rid of them. It hardly pays to keep 
'such stock at any time—least of all 
over winter. They may be fed with 
•small proQt during the summer, but 
cannot be wintered without loss. :Now 
is tho most profitable time to sell them. 
(Dispose of them and replace them with 
'pure-blooded or high-grade animals. 
!The next rainy day that eomcs.look over 
.your farm implements and machinery 
and assort them out. Those that aro 
no longer fit to use, haul to the black, 
smith and sell for old material; do not 
Jitter up yonr barnyard and fence cor- 
•ners with them. Those which are good 
for future service clean of all dirt, coat 
the steel parts with tallow or coal oil, 
paint the wooden parts and store away 
in the dry.—Indiana Fanner.

Since tho patents expired in 
1876, nine of tho now companies haTe 
become bankrupt, and while forty new 
ones exist in name, tho business is 
really monopolized by the old compa- 
nies.

Ing ol the situation In the Hocking Val 
ley, a staff correspondent ol the Times 
who Is on the ground investigating the 
strike, says: During my brief stay in 
New Strsitsvllle, I have clearly ascer- 
tained that the reports of the situation 
here, AS wired throughout the coun- 
try, have generally 
been 
sent Irom 


Columbus, Ohio. 
These reports have, 


as a rule, been exaggerated, or alto- 
gether false, and are furnished to the 
various correspondents who have never 
been outside of Columbus, 
by the 


friends ol the operators, and that it is 
just as unfair to the miners and the 
reading public as s one-sided report in fa- 
vor ol the miners woold be to the pub- 
lic and the operators. Some ol the Co 
lumbus papers dally publish statements 
bitterly nnfair to the miners, in thaf 
almost every little thing transpiring 
It being magnified into ridiculous im 


I portance. 


After ciUngnumerous instances ol gross 


exaggeration, the 
correspondent con 


tinues: 
"There is no cause for grea 
alarm. While I do not say there has been 
no occasion whatever for alarm, I am 
confident that there is not such an alarm 
Ing state of anarchy prevailing in thi. 
great coal-bearing region as has been re 
ported. There la hunger and suffering 
intcuse enough to create a learlul anc1 
suvige revolt, but I deny that any genera 
pl.ui ol revolt has been foreshadowed by 
the strikers, and most certainly a fe\ 
words ol intelligent and gentlemanly ad 
vice would have a better effect than th 
presence ol the whole ol Pinkerton's 
lorce, which, nnderprcsent circumstances, 
is but an Incitement to rebellion." 


In Straitsvillc, a town ol about 3,000 


Inhabitants, there are six ol these detect- 
ives, and it is but loolishness to suppose 
that were there any desire to kill one, or 
to engage in riot, the presence ol but six 
men among so great a number of strikers 
would cause hesitation. 


A more bitter fight between capital and 


labor never took place. 
This strike 


means the almost certain death ol a mon- 
icd coal and Iron syndicate, or the death 
of trades unionism in the Hocking Val- 
ley." 
After giving a history ol the syndicate, 


tho correspondent says: "It Is the off- 
spring ol a gigantic, but comparatively , 
untried body, now deceased, viz.: The , 
•well-known Standard Coal and Iron Com- 
pany. The pretensions ol thia body, with 
1 


its 976,000,000 capital, wore enormous, 
; 


and during the depression In the coal 
trade in 1881-82 it secured control ol the 
entire system of mines in the Hocking 
Valley Dy o perforccd consolidation with 
the various corporations then struggling 
for existence In that district. 


Thu present syndicate was lormed in 


March, 1883, the principal members ot 
which are: General Thomas J. B. Buch- 
tel, Walter Cralt, T. Longstrcth, H. D. 
Twiney and Messrs. Moss and Marshall. 
Failure to realize their expectations in 
securing control ol the entire lako mar- 
ket, and denied a similar powerover other 
places, prices went down, and the only 
hope they had ol continuing operations 
was to reduce the wages ol the miners, 
•which went into effect on tho 21st of 
June last. 


A special dispatch Irom Nelsonville says 


that about thirty ol the striking miners, 
at a meeting Saturday night, resolved to 
resume work to-day at the employers' 
terms. 
A large mass meeting of strikers 


•will be held to-day to discuss the situa- 
tion. Several strikers at 
Sand Run 


mine have also threatened to resume 
•work. Citizens ol Nelsonville have issued 
a circular guaranteeing protection to all 
desiring to return to work, no matter at 
•what terms. Their circular also pledges 
protection to all miners who may come 
here to work at the reduced price. This 
has also given great offense to tho 
strikers, but there is no sign whatever ol 
a general break. A light among tho "col- 
ored blacklegs," at Buchtel (Saturday 
night, resulted In the fatal shooting in tho 
" ead ol one of their number.

A very large congregation gathered at 


the Christian Church Sunday evening, to 
hear Rev. T. W. Pinkerton, the pastor, 
answer some of the charges against 
Christianity made by Col, Robert G. In- 
geraoll, in his lecture on Orthodoxy, at 
the opera house, on the evening ot Nov. 
25th. Every pew WM tilled, and after 
singing and prayer, Rev. Pinkerton read 
the fifth chapter of Matthew, the begin- 
ning of Christ's sermon .on the Mount. 
In the outset the pastor wanted it under- 
stood that he was not tber* to ridicule 
Ingersoll or to express any bitterness 
This is an age of free speech, and the 
fullest liberty is given to discussion of all 
sorts of subjects. If the Christian relig-- 
ion will not stand the test then it should 
pass away; bnt he had no fear of the re- 
sult. 


Kev. Pinkerton spoke for one hour and 


a half, and answered the points made by 
Ingersoll as quoted below: 


Ingersoll said: "The preacher's profess 


to know everything abont God." Now, 
that is true, or it is not true. It is not 
true. He says, "They talk a great deal 
about the infinite," just as some do abont 
the earth. Ingersoll talked two hours 
abont God, and then confessed that he 
didn't know anything abont Him. 


"The graveyard contains the dead re- 


ligions and dead hope of past ages.'1 Ad- 
mitted. But what does that prove. Sim- 
ply became men have worshipped false 
gods, in the past, then according to In- 
gersoll, there ii no true God. This is a 
sample ot his argument. 


"No one should claim immortality ex- 


cept by demonstrated fact" Admit that 
for the sake ot the argument, but that 
logic is faulty. According to Ingersoll's 
own argument Christianity waa founded 
on fact, for he admitted that Christ 
lived and that he was a good man. It is 
upon this demonstrated fact that the 
Christian religion rest* to-day. 


'Truth is immortal," said the Colonel. 


Admitted, and tha great truth of the 
Christian religion has stood the test for 
1800 years. Yes, sll truth is immortal. 


Then Ingersoll gave a description in 


his lecture ot the astrologist, the alche- 
mist and the medioine man, and because 
these found base metal among pure, and 
came near killing a man before curing 
him, that therefore there is no God. The 
whole lecture was an attempt to prove 
that there is no God. Then there is no 
such science as geology, and that of med- 
icine is a hoax. 


"The preachers pretend to stand be- 


tween God and man," said the lecturer. 
That may be true in some churches, but 
there ia no foundation for it in God's 
book, and any one who attempts to prov* 
that tries something that does not exist 
in the Bible. 
It isn't true so far as it 


concerns the preachers of the New Tes- 
tament. 


Then came the intimation that "Belig- 


ion is dying." What religion is dying? 
Either the Christian religion is or it ia 
not dying. Let me say that the religion 
of JOSUH Christ has made greater advance 
in th^last SO years than in all the 17 pre- 
ceding centuries. This fact is giving the 
skeptical world B good deal of trouble. 
Christ's religion is going round the globe, 
to the islands ot the sea, upon the broad 
prairies, to foreign shore*, to the land of 
the morning and the land ot the evening. 
It is translated in all the languages ot the 
earth, and the number of its converts far 
exceed that of any other religion. 


In his line of ridicule Ingersoll charged 


that at the Andover, Mass., school every 
man took en oath not to have any new 
ideas. I am not here to defend that; but 
I will say it is not according to the Bible, 
whieh says if there be any truth, any 
purity, any good thing, "think on these 
things." 


Then he said "Ministers don't want to 


know anything." Are not the ministers 
of this land about as intelligent ES those 
of any other class? I leave that with the 
people themselves. Men of this commu- 
nity who believe in God and the Bible are 
about as good citizens and husbands as 
those who do not believe in God end the 
Bible. 


We say that God is infinite. Now let 


the skeptics prove that he is not. Ingor- 
soll said he didn't know much about the 
Bible, and I answer that according to his 
position I know infinitely more about it 
that he does. 


Then bo save: "They lire always trying 


to help God." Who makes any such pre- 
terjse? Who tries to help God? All snob 
talk is an effort (o prove that the Chris- 
tian religion is false. N >tl ing more. 


"Men 
make their owu OodB." 'lhat is 


not true. And thea IH«PIH.•!' suid that 
Gol was made without U.iih, nbits and 
pnesion. That is a good definition of 
notLing, but the Bible says nothing of 
the kind. That is simply the construc- 
tion of wan. "God is love," says the 
Bible. 


"What is there in the world to suggest 


the iaea of H God?" asks Icpereoll. No 
man can look anywhere bnt be finds 
manifestations without number. 
The 


evidences are abundant, and as gifted 
scientists aa the most skeptical acknowl- 
edge tho existence of the Creator. 


''What right had God to make a mur- 


derer? ' If he did then the Bible isn't 
true and there is no God. The man mido 
hmwlt a murderer. It is in every mau's 
power to mnke hiB owu character, and 
God IB not responsible if Le cbooees to 
do evil 


"G,)d believed in polygnmy." I deny 


that. 
No man can show a single 


piissBge in the Bible to substantiate that 
statement. The contrary is true. The 
cjerygman also denied that God believes 
in slavery and asked for proof. It exists 
to-night—it is permitted, bnt the Bible is 
stfniuBt it, and the Bible does not teach 
that if a man's wife has an honest thought 
she should be killed. 


Ingersoll says: "The home is the foun- 


dation of civilization" What homes? 
Those of the Indiao, the Hottentot, etc.? 
Foundation of what sort of civilization? 
What sort of homes? Those under the 
influence of the Christian religion, snch 
as Ingeraoll and his family now enjoy. 


"The Bible is the work of barbarians." 


Is that true? There is much of history 
in the Old and New Testament telling of 
the events in the lives of the millions 
gone before. The argument .against the 
inspiration of the Old Testament is worth- 
less. He says the New Testament is also 
the work of barbarians. Is, that true? 
Wherever the 
Bible groes society is 


elevated and people are made better. 
What 'of IngersoU's religions mother 
who gave him birth? Was she a bar- 
barian? Waa bis father a .barbarian? 
Are tne people of to-day barbarians in 
their thoughts and lives? Are the Chris- 
tian women of our homes more barbaric 
than those women who scoff at religion 
and deny the existence of a God? Waa 
the life ot Jems barbaric? Look at his 
whole life of goodness and love. Inger- 
soll admits that Jesus Christ was the peer 
of the age in which h« lived. 


Tbe clergyman denied that God pun- 


ishes man arbitrarily, and held that God 
makes character just as you make the 
character of your child. 
Ingersoll says, "Everybody is alienated 


from God because Adam sinned." The 
Bible does not teach that, though the 
creeds may do so, and all Nature did not 
"feel a shock when Adam sinned." The 
doctrine of the atonement is all right as 
taught in the Bible. The Bible says, 
bring your gifts to God, and it any man 
has aught against thee, settle with him 
tour-told, and then come. 
Ingersoll is not independent, and he 


asks help when he goes about charging 
50 and 75 cents and 9100 to hear bis 
talks. Everybody wants help, human and 
divine help. God is the father, and every 
father takes an interest in his child. 


Ingersoll makes light of the Bible, but 


a lawyer greater than he—Blackstone— 
said that the principles of all civil law 
are based and drawn from the divine law, 
and that law is in the Bible. So much 
for that. 
He says he wants a religion that will 


make men happy. Agreed. By happi- 
ness we mean that man shall be in har- 
mony with all abont him, and all this is 
offered him in the Bible and in the relig- 
ion of Jesus Christ. 


He says Christ is simply a man and 


not divine. Then we have believed in a 
lie. Is that true? I leave it with you to- 
night. Christ's praises are sung every- 
where; evidences of his divinity abound 
in the civilized world. 


Ingersoll talked about the Bible pre- 


scribing the liberty of man. God gives 
the fullest liberty. Then he told about 
great men going to hell, Ben Franklin, 
Jefferson, Lincoln, Garrison, Sumner and 
Longfellow. The clergyman didn't be- 
lieve that, for he held they were men who 
believed in a God. 
Said Ingersoll, a woman cannot go out 


at night without being insulted. That is 
not true. Who will insult her? 
"Preachers are useless." Who is doing 


the most for humanity to-night, the infi- 
del or the preacher? 


Tho closing portion of the sermon was 


a summing np of the points and a bene- 
diction of promise and hope to the con- 
gregation. 
At the close a young lady confessed 


faith in Christ.
